PIG PEN POINTERS. 

Hogs prefer clean, pure water and 
Bound, clean food. . 

Swine need grazing in all seasons of 
the year, especially in the spring and 
summer. 

A slop barrel and a feed box on 
wheels lightens the labor of caring for 
the pigs. 

Feeding grounds, if you must feed 
on the ground, should ho on a slope 
near the top of a hillside, that the im¬ 
purities in the dust may be washed 
away by rains. If water is on love- 
grounds by all means arrange to feed 
and have the hogs sleep on higher 
ground. 

If the pigs sleep in a shed in sum¬ 
mer great cleanliness is necessary. 
Besides removing all dirt with shovel 
and by thorough drenching with water, 
abundance of carbolic acid and lime 
should be sprinkled inside and outside 
tho shed to keep it pure and free from 
disease germs. 

A lumber wagon makes a good crib 
for corn that is to be fed out to the 
hogs in the ear. It can he readily re¬ 
moved to any part of the feeding iot or 
pasture, aud thus provide fresh, clean 
feeding grounds. A plain, strong, 
second-hand wagon will, for this pur¬ 
pose, pay in profits on the herd good 
interest on its value.—Western Rural.

For falsification of dogs exists in Paris 
and thrives, just as well as the imitators 
of Japan ware, old furniture and pic¬ 
tures of Corot, Teniers and Rubens.

When it reaches a cer¬ 
tain age alcohol under different form 
constitutes almost the sole diet of tho 
animal. The young dogs do not die, 
but, what is far more important, they 
do not develop and appear to he wast¬ 
ing away continually. .

By coupling these 
products the lilliputian animal is ob¬ 
tained after two or three generations.

Shortly after reaching the Hand, which 
isa great waterless plateau, he met the 
two lions, “actually waiting for me,” 
he writes, “all to myself; avast plain 
on all sides, clear of jungle as a lawn, 
not another hush even in sight. 

“I was going to get them, or they 
get me. That was the only uncertainty 
in the whole thing.” 

He goes on to say that what struck 
him most forcibly on seeing a wild lion 
for the first time was that there was 
none of that slim, weak appearance in 
the hind quarters which is so visible in 
caged lions. 

Capt. Melliss used a much heavier 
charge than Mr. Selaus, and seems to 
have had little difficulty in disabling a 
lion with a well-aimed shot. When he 
had killed them, the lions were skinned 
and the hides tied behind two horse¬ 
men. 

He describes vividly his delight after 
his first day’s shooting. “I shall never 
forget the pleasure of it,” he says.
